The claimed invention is directed to a method of reproducing information 
recorded on a record carrier, the information being a sequence of video frames coded in 
accordance with an MPEG format and including I, P, and B frames. The independent 
claim identifies the feature of " monitoring the frames in the information from the read 
head and comparing a number of frames per unit of time in the read information with a 
predetermined nominal average: supplying the I frames of the read information to the 
output and, to ensure that the average number of frames supplied to the output per time 
unit is substantially egual to the predetermined nominal average, supplying at least one 
P frame of the read information to the output " . The closest prior art, Lane discloses a 
conventional reproducing apparatus which includes trick play reproduction, either 
singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or render the above underlined limitations 
obvious.
